John E, Mack Played Important Part in Franklin D. 
e. Roosevelt’s Ascendency to White House 


“A MAN’S LIFE is where he 
‘wants it to be,” is the 
credo of John E. Mack, of 
Poughkeepsie and Duchess Coun- 
ty, New York. Here is q man 
who could have had very high 
national political honors, but 
who preferred to work from his 
own locality. Now he appears in 
the spotlight of New York State 
as counsel for the legislative 
utilities investigating committee. 
He recently announced an in- 
quiry into telephone rates, with 
a view to reducing them for the 
general public. This is of in- 
terest to the entire country, for 
it is the first real attempt to 
regulate telephone rates. 

“John E.,” as his co-farmers 
in Duchess County call him, is 
famous for other things. He is 
one of the chief reasons for 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
-In 1910 Mr. Mack was District 
Attorney at Poughkeepsie and a 
power in' Democratic politics. He 
began to notice a young neigh- 

; Who was a city lawyer with 
&.farm near his; this youthful 
lawyer had political ambitions. 

.: Mack got him the nomina- 
tion fary State Senator, and that 


started F. D. R. on the road to 
the White House. 

Governor Roosevelt appointed 
Mr. Mack a justice of the Su- 
preme Court in 1930 to fill an 
unexpired term, but when elcc- 
tion’ time came he lost. He was 
called in, along with Martin 
Conboy. when the Governor was 
considering the removal pro- 
ceedings against Mayor James J. 
Walker. . 

In 1932 he was the man who 
put his friend, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, in nomination for the 
Presidency. After this it might 
be expected that he could have 
almost any political plum he de- 
sired; but when reporters sug- 
gested he become Ambassador to 
Great Britain, Mack replied that 
he had piano legs, and. they 
wouldn’t look well in knee 
breeches, ¥ 


He is sixty now, becoming 


bald; but his tall leanness, not. 


to mention a ‘vivacious mind, 
makes him retain the air of 
youthfulness. He has handled 
many important law cases, in- 
cluding the Stillman affair and 
some of Daddy Browning's liti- 
gation.
